skilfully, adorable prepared, aad worthy 
of the second great magician of the day. 
He complimented prrticularly the doxter- 
ity which Governer Wright displayed io 
omitting any reference to the univa of 
the United States with Texas.

Dear Sir,—You may feel some 
little desire to learn the doings of the 
august body now in Session, in this 
place, not that I have any reason to 
believe, that you devote much of your 
time, in hearing and seeing new 
things, but that you may be able 
declrre things “ negy and old,” I will, 
in a brief manner, give you some of 
discoveries, and some of thenew m 
ventions. 

It has been discovered, that the 
State of Illinois, is in debt, in round 
aumbers, the small sum of $14,000, 
000! 

It has been discovered, that a large 
portion of this debt, is for money bor- 
rowed, for internal improvements of 
the State of Illinois. Ithas been dis- 
covered, that there is no internal im- 
provement in this State, thatis bring- 
ing one dollar's worth of revenue to 
the State; another discovery is inevi- 
table, that the annual interest of the 
State debt is about $700,000! 

The present revenue of the State, 
is not sufficient to pay, the net expen- 
diture of the State government, and 
of course, the State debt is increasi 

Seven hundred thousand dollars 
yearly! These are old things, that I 
am afraid Sir, will never be done 
away. 

Now, to some of the new prodigies 
that"seems to be engrossing the spirit 
of the dreams of the members of the 
Legislature, here you have it: 

“A Bill for an Act to provide for 
payinz a portion of the Interest on the 
State debt.” 

“That there she'l be assessed and 
collected for State purposes for the 
year 1845, three mills on each dollar's 
worth of property. 

“For the year 1846, three and half 
mills upon each dollar’s worth of 
pertv;and for the year 1847, and for 
ever thereafter, until otherwise pro- 


lar’s worth of property. 

Sec. 2d. The proceeds of one 
mill on a dollar of said tax for the 
year 1845, and one and a half mills for 
the year 1846, and two mills for 
1847,and forever thereafter, 
otherwise provided by law, together 
with all the surplus money. in the 
treasury, after paying the expences 
of the government, shall be set apart 
and sacredly held for the payment of 
interest on the public debt, and shall 
be called the ufaterest Fund.” 

Out of this fund, the Governor, on 
the firstday of July 1846, is to pay 
one per cent., on all the bonds of the 
state, the remainter of the interest, 
the state is to issue “State Scrip,” to 
be paid in land, belunging to. the 
state.” 

This bill further provides, that no 
bond holder shall receive the one per 
centum in cash, unless he will also 
receive the five per-centum in Land 
Scrip.
